Ono powerful bomb blasted electric 


power lies from the power plant at 
Orlu, less than three miles southeast 
of Ax-Les-Thermes, and another dam- 
aged track of the main Trans-Pyrencs 
railroad from Toulouse to Barcelona. 


No deaths nor injuries were report- 


ed. Mast bombs fell in open fields, 
shattering the Sunday morning peace 
of the countryside. Thc planes came 
from the direction of Spain. 


In Pair, Foreign Minister Georges 


Bonnet ordered an immediate inves- 
tigation. A foreign office spokesman 
said that as soon as it wa.s determined 
which side of the Spanish civil war 
employed the squadron an energetic 
protest would be made. 


'Officials dispatched a telegram di- 


rectly to Premier Edouard Daladier, 
asking him to take stern measures to 
prevent repetition of the incident. 


Fog Over l^iml 


The local authorities informed Paris 


that a light fog overhung the Aricge 
river valley during the attack. 


"It wns either a mistake because of 


bad flying and judgment," one official 
said, "or something much more serious.

The Proper Health Safeguards At a Children's 


Summer Camp 


This is the time of the year when 


parents begin to get children ready 
for the summer camp. Camps have 
been developed at a tremendous rate 
throughout 
the United 
States, and 


many thousands of children take ad- 
vantage of these opportunities each 
year. 


In selecting a camp, there are cer- 


tain factors which every parent must 
bear in mind. 


Most important of all is reasonable 


assurance that a competent doctor is 
available in the vicinity of the camp, 
if not actually on the staff of the camp 
itself. Instances have been reported 


a source which has been examined by 
the health department of the state and 
found to be free from contamination. 


Most camps are provided with plenty 


of clean water or running water. Show- 
er baths and tub baths are also a ne- 
cessity for purposes of cleanliness. The 
shower bath is a frequent source of 
widespread infection with ringworm 
of the feet, and the necessary steps 
should be taken to make certain 'that 
such hazards are eliminated. 


Since milk is the most nearly perfect 


food and most necessary for the grow- 
ing child, every camp must be assured 
of a milk supply from a safe source.

gencies. 


From the point of view of hygiene, 


the water supply of the camp and the 
disposal of sewage are most important. 
If there is no sewer system, the septic 
tanks is generally relied on for disposal 
of waste. The water should be from 


teurized. 


Moreover, the parents should be cer- 


tain that the food in the camp is not 
only sufficient in amount, but also

' in the form of leafy green vegetables, 


fruits, calcium-containing foods, and 
similar material.

Malaga and Zaragoza. These sources 
said the insurgent and Italian officers, 
righting together against government

in fisticuffs among 


themselves and exchanged 
revolver 


shots last Sunday, the day set aside 
for day-time 
festivities 
celebrating 


"Italian and Spanish solidarity." 


Several Spanish officers were ar- 
rested.

n insurgent Spain were brought to 
Gibraltar

crossing the border and by insurgent 
officers themselves. 
"The 
dictatorial 


manner if Italidn officers is unbear- 
able," said one officer. He attributed 
unrest in insurgent circles to discord 
between staff officers and the Ger- 
mans and 'Italians. 


Other arrivals at Gibraltar said that 


feeling had been aroused by fears 
among insurgent officers that the Ital- 
ans and Germans intended to main- 
tain a military hold on the country 
when the civil war ends. 


Two of Franco's righthand aides, 
en. Queipo de Llano and Gen. Jose 
Wiscardo, were among 'officers 
at- 


ending the meeting the generalissimo 
called at Burgos, capital of insurgent 
Spain. 


Insurgents said there had been addi- 
ional "brushes" between Italians and 
Spaniards in other cities within the 
nsurgertt territory, but that the ma- 
or rtouble had taken place at Zaragoza 
nd Malaga. Franco and his officers 
greed that "co-operation" between 
nsurgents and Italy would not be 
hanged by the incidents. They de- 
ided, however, to do their utmist to 
prevent recurrence in the future.
